Sir: 

I, Elizabeth G. Iftikhar, am the inventor and applicant for patent of the 
Multimedia Method and Apparatus for Teaching Language disclosed and claimed in U.S. 
Patent Application Serial No. 09/578,168, filed 05/22/2000. 

1 . In 1 999 I engaged Laurence A. Weinberger, Esq., USPTO Reg. No. 
27,965, to draft, file, and prosecute a U.S. patent application for my invention. 

2. In 2002 I was advised by Mr. Weinberger that he had received a notice of 
abandonment. Mr. Weinberger informed me that this could have happened because 
documents were lost, but in any case, that he had dealt with the notice in a timely fashion. 
After asking how we could confirm this, he suggested that it could take quite some time 
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as he did not have access through the computer system, but rather had to deal through the 
mail with the patent office. I was subsequently advised that he had filed a petition to 
revive and had communicated with the patent office regarding this issue. Again he 
assured me that often these things proceeded at a snail's pace. 

3. As shown in the attached phone log (Exhibit A), I maintained frequent and 
consistent contact with my former attorney, Lawrence Weinberger, during the period of 
abandonment. The call record terminates in June of 2004 because from July 2004 to 
September 2005 I traveled weekly (with only a few exceptions for Holidays) from North 
Carolina to Florida and back. Most of my calls during that period were placed on my old 
cell phone and I have been unable to track down bills from that phone. Nevertheless, I 
made consistent attempts to contact with Mr. Weinberger until I engaged my present 
attorney. On almost every occasion I spoke to Mr. Weinberger, my patent application was 
discussed. The answer I was consistently given, and believed, was that things were 
proceeding, albeit slowly. Any issues that had occurred, such as the notice of 
abandonment, were, I believed, dealt with in a timely fashion. I was assured delays of 
this sort were not uncommon, and that often the patent office could take years to act on 
some matters. My former attorney, Mr. Weinberger, has confirmed that in his attached 
letter of September 20, 2006. I was reassured by the fact that Mr. Weinberger had 
successfully handled a number of trademark applications for me. 

4. In late 2004 1 traveled from Tampa, Florida to visit to Mr. Weinberger's office 
in West Chester, Pennsylvania to discuss the application and enquire about its' status and 
was told, again, that things could take long periods of time. 

5. In 2005, 1 began to believe that Mr. Weinberger might be too busy with larger 
clients to pay the application the attention I thought it deserved. I was becoming 
increasingly uncomfortable with the lack of answers from Mr. Weinberger regarding the

application. As a result, I began to "shop" for a patent attorney. In October of 2005, a 
few months later, I retained my present attorney, Bruce Weir to pursue the application.

Dear Sir: 

I reference your decision of August 2, 2006 sent to Bruce Weir, Esquire dismissing the 
petitions he filed in the above referenced matter. I was the attorney of record at the time the 
application was filed and at the time the petition for revival of an unintentionally abandoned 
application was filed. I am writing in support of Mr. Weir's attempt to revive the application. 

I note in your decision that you have considered my petition for recovery of fees as a 
request under 37 C.F.R. 1.181. That had not been my intent at the time since I understood that 
more than the requisite two months had passed. After receiving the Notice of Abandonment, I 
attempted to obtain the Notice to File Missing Parts from the office. My recollection is that I 
called the Office after receiving the Notice of Abandonment and did not get through to someone 
who could help until I reached Mr. Day on July 25, 2002. It was at his express direction that I 
sent a request to Customer Service that same day. I have attached a copy of the abandonment 
notice with my marginal notes and a copy of my letter sent to Customer Service. I was not a 
registered user of Private Pair at that time. 

Having been in patent practice for many years, my experience with communications with 
the Office has been that sooner or later (usually later) everything progresses in due course. 
Recently, I received a first office action more than two years after filing, a notice of issue in a 
different case more than 5 months after the issue fee was paid, and in yet another case, a 
certificate of correction more than four years after I filed it. I mention these as examples of the 
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type of delays well known by the office and practicing attorneys but also illustrative of the fact 
that matters do progress. Given this typical background, generally I believe that the repeated and 
frequent filing of formal status requests needlessly burdens both the Office and the attorney and 
unnecessarily increases the costs to clients. 

In the present instance, after sending my request letter to Customer Service, I waited for 
what I thought was a reasonable time to receive a formal copy of the Notice to File Missing Parts 
from the Office before I determined to file the unavoidable petition with a faxed copy of the 
Notice. Please also note that to this day, I have never received a response to my July 25, 2002 
letter from the PTO Customer Service Center. In light of the foregoing, I request that Mr. Weir's 
petition be acted upon favorably, and that my former-client's application be revived.
